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Nickerson’s Message To B.C.C.

Now, understand me well. It is 
provided in the essence of things, 
that from any fruition of success, 
no matter what, shall come forth 
something to make a greater 
struggle necessary.” I know that 
the cynics will interpret Whitman 
as meaning ‘“‘you can’t win,”’ but 
I’m trying to reach the positive 
thinkers. 

This past year we have seen 
the “fruition” of the student 
union building and the impact 
that organized students (boycott) 
can have on issues related to 
Broome Community College. 
This action was a success in 
terms of total student 
involvement (the faculty liked 
the results, too.) What has ‘‘come 
forth to make a greater struggle 
necessary” is the $99 tuition 
increase. 

Realistically, there isn’t 
anything we can do to lower this 
figure without a loss of faculty 
and-or staff. What we can do and 
what I will ‘‘struggle” for is what 
the U.S. Department of 
Education recognizes as an 
emerging trend in the providing 
of educational services. 

This trend involves more 
“power” delegated to ‘third 
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parties’”” of the educational 
system. This ‘‘third party’’ 
concept invites greater 
participation on the part of the 
consumer (student). The 
connotation of consumer adds a 
new dimension to the area of 
student demands. 

I will use my position as your 
representative, and your $1.9 
million input into next year’s 
total operating budget as 
leverage in gaining more 
““power”’ in the running of BCC. It 
is our right to demand better 
everything for the simple fact 
that our and our parent’s taxes 
(county and state) plus that $624 


apiece are what finance this ' 


school. What must be understood 
is that an increase in ‘power’ 
also constitutes an increase in 
responsibility. This is important. 

If the student cries of the 
sixties for a voice ‘‘in the forces 
that control and shape our lives” 
are to have any meaning, then we 
(those of us that are interested in 
the forces that control and shape 
our lives) must take the initiative 
as a consumer group to get what 
we are paying for (i.e., a relevant 
and quality education.) 

The census bureau states that 
school enrollment in the next few 
decades will remain fairly 
constant since \the population 
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growth rate has leveled off. What 
this means, and most school 
administrators (including ours) 
are keenly aware of this, is that 
competition of schools for the 
student dollar will increase. 
Administrators know that their 
school’s survival is at stake and 
that a high quality education will 
be necessary to attract the 
student. It follows naturally that 
this is an opportunity where we 
all can work together to 
formulate the policies that BCC 
will follow in the future. 

I would like tosee next year the 
“fruition’’ of a collegiate 
assembly of faculty, students, 
administration and staff that 
would replace the _ present 
functions of the Executive 
Council (the policy making body 
of BCC) And if this year is any 
indication of next year, I'll 
predict that the ‘‘greater struggle 


necessary’’ will be finding. 


enough students to comprise the 
student part of the assembly. 

These are the years when we 
should learn to use the tools that 
will insure our continuing 
development. These are the 
years when ideally we should 
learn self-determination and 
motivation. These are the years 
that we should . . . but will we? 
Think about it. 
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Profanities? 


In the last issue of the FULCRUM, several people 
wrote articles containing obscenities. Because of 
these words appearing in the paper, we received 
more response about a particular issue than we have 
received all year. 

Does it actually take the words ‘‘fuck, bitch, shit, 
ass’’ etc. to make people realize there is a student 
paper on this campus? 

You didn’t react to the parking situation, you didn’t 
care about buying used books as opposed to spending 
more on new books, you forgot about the inequities in 
the athletic budget, and you were satisfied to read 
library books in the dark. But, you hit the ceiling 
when we printed the line, ‘“‘Dr. Smith — are you trying 
to fuck us over?”’ 

It makes the staff of this newspaper wonder if the 
people on campus do read the paper, which is a 
student funded publication. The solution to saving 
money appears to be just to print a handout with The 
Doctor’s Bag on it, and all students will be satisfied. 

A new editorial board will come into existence next 
year. With this new board, hopefully a new life will be 
instilled into the paper. Maybe the paper will make 
people realize what is going on around them. Maybe 
apathy can be overcome.

John Liepa, ISPIRG researcher, 

said. Rate of drug turnover is 

very important. If drugs age too 
fast, they may have to be 
discarded and this drives drug 
prices upward, he said. The study 
disclosed that Student Health 

Service prices on antibiotics 

were much less than those of the 

pharmacies, but contraceptive 
prices there were found to be 
about average. 


College Costs Rise 


(CPS) — The College Entrance 
Examination Board has reported 


_ that the cost of attending college 


rose an average of $100 to $150 
during the past year. 
A nationwide survey by the: 


board’s. College Scholarship ~ 


Service found that the average 
yearly cost for a_ college 
education ranged from $1,637 for 
commuting students at public 
two-year colleges to $3,279 for 


’ resident students at private four- 


year schools. 
The survey also indicated that 


students who commute to school 
spend 12 to 18 percent less than 
those who live on campus. At 
public four-year colleges, 
commuting students spend an 
average of $225 less than resident 
Students. At private four-year 
colleges, the difference was $535 
less for students who lived off 
campus. 

These average costs were 
based on information provided by 
financial aid directors of more 
than 2,000 public and private 
colleges and universities.

You’ll 
find that they are very capable of 
contributing to this matter and I 
think you will find that persons 
who are found to be ineffective 
themselves, in the jobs that they 
are supposed to be doing, can 


also make ineffective 
recommendations.

Serling addresses students for convocation 


Serling Climaxes Convo Series

With 
most of this zeal lost, the final 
speaker of the 1972-73 
Convocation Series, Rod Serling, 
approached the school with 
another of what seems to those at 
BCC as a near perennial return.

The State University of New 
York at Buffalo student 
newspaper, the Spectrum, 
drafted a list of articles calling 
for the impeachment of Nixon 
and ran it on the front page of 
their April 30 issue.

Article I. That said Richard

until this day, unmindful of the 
high duties of his office, of his 
oath of office and of the 
requirement of the Constitution 
that he should take care that the 
laws are faithfully executed, did 
unlawfully and in violation of the 
Constitution and laws of the 
Untted © States continue. 
authorization of and conduct an 
illegal war upon the people of 
Indochina, causing death or 
injury to more than 6,000,000 


Serling this year. While the 
climate of the previous 
convocation has been one of both 
boredom and false hopes, Mr. 
Serling seems to have refreshed 
our vision of their upper-most 
possibilities. His talk, while not 
liked by all who heard it, was 
received well by an 
overwhelming majority of those 
present. 

Mr. Serling spoke on several 
issues deeply concerning our 
society, summarizing with a few 


persons, including the deaths of 
nearly 50,000 American persons. 

Article II. That said Richard 
Nixon, President of the United 
States, did unlawfully engage in 
bombing of lands in Indochina, 
after signature of a cease-fire 
document and withdrawal of all 
American personnel, the 
presence of which he formerly 
used to ‘‘legally’’ justify 
continued bombing. 

Article III. That said Richard 
Nixon, President of the United 
States, did unmindful of the high 
duties of his office, and the 
dignity and properties thereof, 
nominate for the high position of 
Justice of the Supreme Court, 
individuals clearly. unqualified, 
morally or professionally, in an 
attempt to undermine the 
Constitutional doctrine of 
separation of powers. 

Article IV. That said Richard 
Nixon, President of the Uniied 
States, did unmindful of the high 
duties of his office, allow 
members of his office, in 
conjunction with officials of 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph to conspire for the 
overthrow of a sovereign foreign 
nation, thereby implicitly 
planning acts of war to be 
conducted without the consent of 
the Senate of the United States. 

Article V. That said Richard 
Nixon, President of the United 
States, did unlawfully, on

President Smith Appoints New Department Heads , 


The selection of thirteen 
department chairmen at Broome 
Community College was 
announced by President Sigmund 
A. Smith. The effective date of 
these appointments is August 27, 
1973. 

The thirteen and_ their 
departments are: 

Paul Chambers — Humanities 
& Foreign Languages, 
Philosophy & Fine Arts; Mary 
Diegert — Mathematics; Marie 
Ford — Secretarial Sciences; 
Joseph Gay Biological 
Sciences — Medical Laboratory 
Technology; Larry Maier — 
Chemistry and Chemical 
Technology; Robert Newcomb — 
Marketing Management; 
Charles Quagliata — English; 
Robert Reid Electrical 
Technology; Richard Romano — 
Social Sciences; Irvin Simser — 
Engineering Science & Physics; 
Stephen Steele Civil 
Technology; Richard Stowell — 
Administrative | Management; 
Ozmun Winters — Physical 
Education. 

These appointments come 
after President Smith stated in 
March that he was asking for the 
undated letters of resignation of 
all department chairmen so that 
he could initiate his plan of 
having the people in these 
administrative posts selected 
with the -blessings of: the 
departments for which they have 
leadership responsibilities. f 

The above-named department 
chairmen have been chosen by 
search committees with in each 
department, and these choices 
have been approved by Dr. 
Smith. 

Practically all of those named 
have teaching experience prior to 
joining the BCC faculty, and most 
of them have business experience 
as well. They have also been 
awarded academic honors both 
in this country and overseas. 

Mrs. Diegert and Mr. 
Newcomb are heading newly- 

created units, .which were 

formerly parts of other 
departments. Mrs. Diegert has 
taught mathematics at BCC since 
1967, and she has her B.E.E. 
degree from Cornell and M.A. 
degree from Syracuse 
University. 


Mr. Newcomb is in his eighth. 


year of teaching marketing at 
BCC, and he has his B.S. degree 
from Syracuse University. 

Mr. Reid and Mrs. Ford are 
Broome Community College 
graduates. Mr. Reid continued 
his education at Rochester 
Institute of Technology (B.S.) 
and at Suny Binghamton (M.S. in 
Computer Science). He has been 
teaching at BCC since 1956. 

Mrs. Ford went on to SUNY at 
Albany to earn her B.S. and M.S. 
degree in business education, and 
she is completing her fifth year 
teaching at BCC. 

Mr. Romano will be awarded 
his Ph. D. degree in economics at 
SUNY Binghamton next month. 
He holds a B.A. from St. 
Lawrence and M.S. from SUNY 
Binghamton, and he_ began 
teaching at BCC in 1965. That was 
one year after Mr. Maier joined 
the college faculty. He has 
completed all the course work for 
his doctorate at Clarkson College 
of Technology, and he has a B.S. 
from Tufts and an M.S. from 
Lowell Technological Institute. 

Mr. Simser and Mr. Steele are 
licensed professional engineers’ 
and both have achieved 
“‘veteran”’ status as teachers at 
BCC. Mr. Simser joined the 
college faculty in 1948 and Mr. 
Steele in 1956. Mr. Simser earned. 
his B.M.E. degree at Clarkson 
and M.E. at Cornell, while Mr. 
Steele went to Clarkson for his 
M.S. degree after getting his B.S. 
at Union College. 


Mr. Chambers continues in his 
chairmanship, Mr. Gay succeeds 
James Bridger who has taken a 
position with another college, and 
Mr. Stowell is heading up a newly 
created department.

Roth Replaces Reynolds 


In light of the County 
Legislature’s approval Tuesday 
of Alan Roth as the new finance 
officer at Broome Community 
College — effective May 21 — 
BCC President Sigmund A. Smith 
makes the following 
announcement: 

“It.is my position as campus 
president and as a public official 

- that I have the responsibility to 
report regularly and periodically 
to those who hold me accountable 
for the affairs of the college. 

“In this light I am indicating 
that during the past several 
weeks a number of irregularities 
in the management of the 
Finance Office at Broome 
Community College have been 
brought to my attention. These 
reported irregularities were of a 


serious enough nature to 
convince me to ask State 
University and the State 


Controller’s office to send a team 
of people to the campus in late 
March. 

“After a two-day audit, these 
steps have been taken: 

“First, a programmed full 
state audit of the college was 
rescheduled, and it commenced 
on April 16, 1973. 

“Second, the incumbent 
finance officer gave me a letter 
of resignation that was accepted, 
effective April 17. Mr. Alan Roth 
has been appointed the new 
finance officer and will report to 
work on May 21. 

“The substance of the 
irregularities has been shared 
with the county executive, the 
chairman of the Education 
Committee of the County 
Legislature, the college’s Board 
of Trustees and appropriate 
personnel in SUNY’s Central 


Office. Specific details will be 
forthcoming in the months 
ahead, as the state auditors 
prepare their field audit reports 
for my review and response. __ 

“When an analysis of the audit’ 
information is completed, then 
further action by the college. 
administration may be 
appropriate. There will be no 
further statements on the matter, 
however, until the full state audit 
is completed.” 

The aforementioned Alan Roth 
comes to Broome Community 
College from a position as 


associate internal auditor for: 


Central Administration of the 
State University of new York in 
Albany. 

He has an extensive working 
background in the field of 


finance, and he has a Bachelor of : 
Science degree in economics and : 


accounting from Siena College 
and a Master of Business 
Administration degree from 
SUNY Albany. 

He has also been a financial 
analyst in the Office of 
Accounting and Tariff Analysis 
for the New York State Public 
Service Commission, an 
administrative assistant at the 
State Bank of Albany, and an 
underwriter, special agent and 
estate planner in the insurance 
field. 

“Mr. Roth brings to the 
management team at BCC an 
unusual blend of business and 
educational experience,’’ 
commented President Smith. 


“His background as an internal 


auditor within State University 
will be most valuable as we 
develop, refine and modify our 
internal business practices at the

~(CPS) — The American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) 
Foundation and The Lawyers 
Military Defense Committee of 
ACLU filed a lawsuit April 20 in 
U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia to stop 
mandatory urine testing by the 
armed forces. 

The suit also asks that the 
armed forces be required to 
expunge all records of alleged 
drug abuse that have resulted 
from positive urinalyses. 

The suit was filed on behalf of 
three Army officers, four Air 
Force officers and one Navy 
officer. 

The three Army officers are all 
physicians who have refused 
urinalysis tests on Constitutional 
grounds of invasion of privacy

and denial of due process of law. 
In the words of the lawsuit, they 
fear that human or mechanical 
error in processing the tests 
could result in a false positive 
finding, “which may have 
disastrous consequences’’ on 
their medical careers. 


One of the Air Force officers is 
a teacher, who was falsely 
identified as a drug user in one of 
the many tests to which he 
submitted. While the Air Force 
claims that information has been 
removed from his personnel 
record, the law claims “record- 
keeping is still maintained on any 
person whose test is positive.” 

Mandatory ‘urinalysis testing 
was begun in June, 1971 for all 
service personnel leaving 
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Scott, Jim, Dan & Mary... 


You re stuck with it now!! 
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Vietnam. The program has since 
been expanded, and the tests are 
being administered to American 
military personnel throughout 
the world. The lawsuit notes that 
2.2 million urine tests were 
processed through July, 1972 
according to -Defense 
Department statistics. About 1.9 
percent were found positive. 

The lawsuit maintains, 
moreover, that there is a 
substantial ‘risk of erroneous 
results, and the persons who are 
wrongly identified as drug users 
suffer ‘‘a variety of adverse 
consequences,”’ both in the 
service and upon release. 

The ACLU Foundation claims 
that testing violates the Fourth 
Amendment because it invades 
privacy and authorizes ‘“‘a search 
for evidence of criminal activity, 
not supported by probable cause 
and not based upon a properly 
issued search warrant.’ It 
violates the Fifth Amendment 
privilege against self- 


incrimination, and the Fifth 
Amendment guarantee of due 
process of law by arbitrarily 
imposing penalties without a 
hearing.

I am enclosing a copy of a petition that was given to me this 
week by a group of students. Be assured that the attached 
is of as much interest to me as it is to you.

Frankly, I was personally disappointed in seeing the cartoon

I would hope that all of us, including the many publics we serve, 
can continue to be proud-of our students! literary efforts. 
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QUESTION: Is it true that the clitoris may be 
located in places on the body other than between 
the labia at the top of the vaginal opening? 

ANSWER: The possibility of the clitoris 
appearing in a place other than where it is 
usually found is no greater than the likelihood of 
having a uvula in your armpit or a big toe in the 
middle of your forehead. Fantasies of 
pornographic film producers aside, the anatomy 
of human beings is generally well standardized.

QUESTION: When my boyfriend and I have 
intercourse in the evening, I usually have an 
orgasm about 80 to 90 percent of the time. But, 
when we have intercourse in the morning, I 
rarely have an orgasm. The sensations do not 
seem as intense in the morning and I do not 
develop signs of sexual excitement. What could 
cause the difference between night and day? By 
the way, my boyfriend is just as virile in the 
morning. 

ANSWER: There could be a number of 
plausible explanations for the situation you 
describe. Some people tend to wake up much 
more slowly in the morning and they are 
generally in a less alert state than they are at 
other times of the day. This might be due to 
fluctuations in hormone levels or a 
concommitant of the sleeping state. On the other 
hand, morning time is usually fairly rushed for a 
lot of people and you might be preoccupied with 
other things which do not allow you to relax 
sufficiently. 

Sexual excitement for the man is capricious 
and seems to depend more on psychological 
factors than physiologic ones. Many men 
awaken with erections quite regularly and while 
not usually an indicator of sexual excitement, 
this serendipitous finding can be utilized in the 
traditional fashion.

QUESTION: I use oral contraceptives. One of 
the benefits is the menstrual regularity with 
which I can predict accurately when each period 
will start. I wonder if it would be harmful to use 
oral contraceptives to alter «the length of my 
cycle. For example suppose if I don’t want a 
period to fall on a weekend can I take extra pills 
and extend the cycle for a few days? Would this 
cause harm or discomfort? How far could a 
period be stretched in this fashion? 

ANSWER: There is no reason why a woman 
could not vary the appearance of her period by 
taking birth control pills for a longer time before 
stopping them. The so called period with the pills 
is actually artificial and is caused by a change in 
hormone levels when the pill is stopped. For 
convenience sake and the establishment of a 
routine, the manufacturer’s package these pills 
in dispensers to encourage regular use. If you 
choose to have a cycle other than what comes 
with the prepackaged arrangement, ask your 
physician to prescribe a contraceptive which 
they can be packaged as a large number of 
tablets in an ordinary pill bottle. Thus, if you 
took the pills for 25 or 30 days instead of the usual 
20-21 days and then cease taking them, you 
would have the longer period if you desire. It 
would probably not be possible to eliminate your

period entirely as some break-through bleeding 
would occur after a few months of continued use. 
In no way should this alternate form of using 
birth control pills pose a hazard but I must warn 
you that many people are incredibly dense about 
keeping track of events and failure to take a pill 
each day will enhance the possibility of an 
inadvertent pregnancy.

QUESTION: I am a 21 year old womaa. My 
pubic hair is straight (not curly) and quite long, 
extending as far as three inches on the insides of 
my legs. My problem causes me embarrassment 
when I am dressing in the dorm and wearing 
bikinis in the summer. I was wondering how 
common this is and why pubic hair curls (or why 
mine didn’t). Would it be related in any way to 
the effect that I have used a razor or scissors to 
trim the hair? 

ANSWER: For the life of me I cannot figure 
out why pubic hair curls. The answer is probably 
lost in our heritage somewhere. Anyway, there is 
really no reason why you shouldn’t trim the hair 
so it is more comfortable and the appearance is 
less obvious. It will cause no harm and probably 
will ease hygiene considerably. Incidentally, I 
have seen other people with straight pubic hair 
but never really discussed the matter with them.

QUESTION: After man has received a 
vasectomy, he must go back to the doctor’s 
office for sperm count. How is the sperm sample 
obtained? 

ANSWER: The sperm sample is obtained by 
masturbation. The general advice is for the man 
to masturbate into a wide mouth jar both for 
convenience sake, and for greater ease in 
capturing the entire ejaculate. Those concerned 
about this matter will be relieved to know that it 
is not necessary to get worked up in vour 
doctor’s office, you can do this at home and bring 
the sample in. Following a vasectomy it takes 
from six to ten ejaculations to clear the system 
of sperm. During this time it is obvious that 
pregnancy can occur unless contraception is 
used. 

In the course of the evaluation of a man for 
possible sterility, a sperm sample is also 
examined. The same general rules apply that 
were previously mentioned, but it is essential 
that the man note the time he ejaculates so that 
the time lapse before microscopic examination 
for live sperm can be taken into account. 


QUESTION:Is a feminine deodorant spray 
dangerous when used by a woman engaging in 
oral sex? Having the safety of my partners iin 
mind, I thought I would drop you this note. 

ANSWER: Modern technology has improved 
our lives in many ways. However, aside from 
antibiotics and contraceptives, our genitals have 
not benefitted that much from the mechanical 
and chemical contrivances that have recently 
been marketed. Some devices such as vibrating 
dildoes are relatively harmless, whereas other 
mechanical devices, including some penis 
expanders, seem as if they have been devised by 
a berserk and diabolical Rube Goldberg. 


Feminine deodorant sprays are a 
misapplication of the idea of living better 
through chemistry. Superficial similarities 
between the armpit and the crotch have 
apparently led to treating them in the same 
fashion, which is a pity. The application of 
deodorant sprays to the sensitive tissues of the 
external genitalia and the vaginal area can lead 
to irritation and infection. I have no idea what 
they do to oral tissues, through the mouth seems 
to be much heartier than the vagina. ; 

In the absence of a vaginal discharge, genital 
cleanliness is best handled by soap and water 
applied externally. If there is a vaginal 
discharge, this should be specifically treated 
according to what is causing the discharge. The 
vast majority of vaginas stay remarkably clean 
with relatively little attention. Another form of 
chemical assault is the use of harsh douches. 
Douching is rarely indicated except for the 
treatment of infections, although it may be 
helpful in preventing discharges associated 
with the birth control pill. A perfectly fine 
douche for general use is made of one tablespoon 
of household vinegar in a pint of warm water.

QUESTION: My father and I are very hairy. 
The hair is heavy and black. Every morning I try 
to get a close shave, but by evening the beard is 
well grown. I also made the mistake of shaving 
the hair on my chest, and now I can’t stand to let 
it grow back. I absolutely don’t want to grow a 
beard. I would be very happy if this heavy hair 
could be somehow reduced to light hair by a 
change in my chemical balance. 


ANSWER: Reviewing the whole bunch of 
letters that I have received over the last few 
years from men concerned about the amount of 
their facial and body hair, I find that yours is in 
the minority. Overwhelmingly, the men who 
complain about these matters are looking for 
more hair, not less. As you indicate, your great 
natural resource appears to be genetic. In no 
way could the situation you describe be 
considered abnormal. Juggling chemicals to 
decrease the amount of body hair a man is 
endowed with sounds neat, but would also result 
in shriveling of your testes, decreased sexual 
drive and a high pitched voice. Your less hairy 
chest might also be graced by small breasts. 

Speaking about your chest, you really did it 
when you shaved the hair off! One of the 
complaints that patients have following surgery 
is the tremendous itching waiting for body hair 
to grow back in. It passes in a couple of weeks 
once the hair gets long enough to lie down flat 
against the skin rather than stand up straight 
and be tickled.

The number of university and

Washington, D.C. (CPS) 
President Nixon’s impoundment 
of $18 million authorized by the 
Indian Education Act is ‘‘another 
marker along the country’s trail 
of broken treaties and other 
unkept promises that stretch 
from Wounded Knee back across 
the past century,’ an Indian 
chief who heads the National 
Education Association’s (NEA) 
First American Task Force has 
asserted.

“When we predict that in the 
next two ecades graduate study 
will become the _ majority 
experience for college graduates, 
just as college study became the 
majority experience for high 
school graduates over the past 
decades, we contradict the
